Heavy casualties told in 
Beirut 'war of genocide' 


B EIR U T . Lebanon (U P I) - Moslem 
leftists battled right-wing Christians in 
the seaside area of Beirut and the sur­ 
rounding countryside today in what a 
newspaper described as a "w a r of 
genocide ’’ A leftist leader warned 
President Suleiman Franjieh’s new 
coastal stronghold might be shelled from 
the sea 


In the capital, raging fires and furious 
artillery barrages tinted the skies the 
color of blood and left the streets littered 
with corpses There was a late afternoon 
lull in the terrorist shelling of the center 
of the city with long-range artillery and 
the bodies were removed 


But the fighting in the seaside resort 


and embassy area never abated and 
Beirut rocked with the noise of the 
fighting there The main fighting outside 
Beirut centered around M t 
Lebanon 
where the Moslems and Christians 
struggled for strategic heights 
“ Things are out of control and are 
moving at astounding speed,” said 
Prem ier 
Rashid 
Karam i 
“ Nobody 
knows where we are heading or what 
destiny awaits us.” 
About 250 persons have been killed and 
nearly 600 wounded in fighting since ear­ 
ly Thursday, pushing the overall toll in 
ii months of civil war to nearly 15.000 
dead and 32.000 wounded 
Socialist leader Kam al Jum blatt 
called anew for the resignation of 


Franjieh. who fled his Baabda palace 
Thursday under heavy shelling and took 
refuge in Jounieh. a Christian Phalangist 
stronghold IO miles up the coast from 
Beirut 


Ju m b la tt said 
today that the 
president s move to Jounieh “ will only 
expose the people there to danger and ex­ 
pose the city to shelling from the sea “ 


How Jumblat could shell Franjieh into 
submission remained to be seen The 
Lebanese navy consists only of a few 
gunboats and they were in the port of 
Jounieh under Franjieh’s control 


No end to the combat was in sight 
Franjieh has said he would “ never”

This inactivity is 
blamed on l/ompoc s doctor 
shortage and the state's 
malpractice crisis which has 
caused doctors to leave town or 
cut back on high risk medical 
services 


Wicks said this morning that 
although the hospital broke 
even in January, activity at the 
hospital is still low and there is 
no wav of telling if the deficit

Every year we attempt to be as punc­ 
tual as we can in filing our federal in­ 
come tax return in order to receive as 
fast as possible, the money the govern­ 
ment owes us for overpayment of taxes. 
This year we fouled up a bit and had the 
whole return sent back and now. we im­ 
agine, we are at the bottom of the list for 
the refund 
Along with millions, 
we d etest 
in com e 
taxes even though we 
know that they are 
vital to the nation's be­ 
ing 
E v e r y so o f t e n 
someone 
mounts 
a 
new challenge against 
the 
alleged 
uncon­ 
stitutionality 
or il­ 
legality or just plain 
injustice of the federal 
income tax laws 
Some of the attempts really deserve 
high marks for originality if not success 
The Com m erce Clearing House, an 
organization which reports on develop­ 
ments in tax and business law, keeps 
track of some of the challenges 
A classic example was the case in 
which a taxpayer asserted that the in­ 
come tax amendment, the 16th Amend­ 
ment. was unconstitutional because it 
placed taxpayers in a position of involun­ 
tary servitude, contrary to provision of 
the 13th Amendment 
Violation of the Fifth Amendment 
rights is another frequent argument, 
although as early as 1927 the .Supreme 
Court held that filing an income tax 
return did not violate one s right against 
self incrimination 
Then there are the taxpayers who 
refuse to file a return because they dis­ 
agree with U S 
foreign or domestic 
policies The Vietnam war produced a 
flurry of these cases 
Some arguments centered on the claim 
that U S military activities in foreign 
countries constituted war crimes. Other 
taxpayers have objected that because 
part of their tax dollars go for arm a­ 
ments, this violates their freedom of 
religion 
Still others have opposed federal taxa­ 
tion on the ground that it is dis­ 
criminatory In one case, for example, a 
taxpayer asked that a special exemption 
be granted to members of the black race 
If death and taxes are certain, so is the 
likelihood that the income tax will con­ 
tinue to be challenged 
says the Com­ 
merce Clearing House, even though the 
courts have made their position clear 
countless numbers of time.

Recently another general 
practice physician quit his private prac­ 
tice here and joined the E R staff, adding 
to th** shortage of general practice physi­ 
cians Other doctors from out of town 
also work in the E R These doctors are 
all paid good salaries and have minimal 
overhead expenses 
Evidently there is not enough work for 
these doctors in the E R . so a couple of 
the E R physicians set up an outpatient 
clinic and are working part time there 
To me it is a conflict of economic in­ 
terest for the doctors to see a patient in 
the E R and then refer the patient to the 
same doctor s clinic outside the bos pi la I 
According to our local paper, another 
weekday clime will be started by a doc 
tor that practices in Santa Barbara Why 
can't these physicians practice here on a 
twenty-four hour basis — seven day! a 
week to give the patients continuous 
* ane’’ Records of patients seen in the 
clinic are not readily available so there 
is a good chance of duplicating medical 
work when the clinic is not open 
The clinic will not even hire RNs or
